On Saturday, June 1 , 2013, at approximately 2010 hours, the Metropolitan Police Department 
communications division received a "91 1" call for a shooting in the 4400 block of Benning Road NE, 
The radio run was dispatched to 6D patrol officers, and they arrived on the scene and found a black 
male, hereinafter the decedent, on the ground in front of 4400 Benning Road NE, suffering from a 
single gunshot wound to the chest. DCFD ambulance #30 arrived on the scene and transported the 
decedent to Prince George's Hospital Center. The decedent succumbed to his injuries and was 
pronounced dead at 2045 hours by Dr\ Misra Brajendra. The decedent's remains were transported to 
the MD State Medical Examiner office, pending autopsy. 

On Sunday, June 2, 2013, Dr. Donna Vrncenti of the MD State Medical Examiner office performed an 
autopsy on the decedent's remains. Dr. Vincenti determined the cause of death to be a single gunshot 
wound to the chest, which punctured the heart and left lung, Dr, Vincenti ruled the manner of death, 
"'Homicide".

Z. NARRATIVE CONTINUED 



During the scene investigation witnesses were interviewed and reported that they observed a black male, in his 20s, 
approximately 5'1 1 to 6'2, light to medium complexion, with a dreadlock hairstyle, and wearing a white t-shirt, dark 
jeans, and "New Balance" sneakers shooting and or pointing a gun at the decedent in front of 4400 Benninq Road 
NE. 




Continuation For Affidavit in Support of an Arrest Warrant 



Further investigation, a witness was interviewed, hereinafter referred to as W-1 . W-1 reported IT, W-2, and others 
were walking from the BP gas station in the 4400 block of Benning Road NE, when they were approached from 
behind by an unknown subject- The unknown subject stated, I don't want to fight. What you have in your pockets?, or 
words to that effect. W-1 reported the subject stated to them, Are you willing to die for your money, or words to that 
effect, as the subject was reaching into his [the subject's] pocket. The subject patted down the pockets of one of the 
individuals accompanying W-1 . Then, W-1 and the others left the area- As W-1 and the others left the area, the 
subject stated, You all got it, or words to that effect. W-1 and others returned to the scene accompanied by W-1's big 
brother, the decedent. W-1 pointed the subject out to the decedent. The decedent approached the subject and asked 
the subject, why he tried to rob W-1 . W-1 then observed the subject remove a handgun from his pocket and shoot the 
decedent once in the chest. The subject then fled the scene. W-1 last saw the subject running towards 44th Street 
NE and going into 229 43rd Road NE. 

W-1 then left and went to 229 43rd Road NE accompanied by others. W-1 observed the subject at which time W-1 
pointed at the subject and stated, "That's him right there". As W-1 and the others approached the subject, the subject 
was observed reaching in his pocket. A fight ensued and W-1 described the subject suffering blunt force trauma to 
his face during the fight. 

During the canvass of the scene and area, a surveillance video was obtained and revealed that prior to the shooting, 
a black male, approximately 5'1 1 to 6'2, light to medium complexion, with a dreadlock hairstyle, and wearing a white 
t-shirt, dark jeans, and "New Balance" sneakers was captured on tape inside of 4400 Benning Road NE, "BP" gas 
station, A video clip of the subject was distributed via "Press Release". 

On Thursday, June 6, 2013, the affiant was contacted by W-3 who reported IT observed the "Press Release", and 
positively identified the subject as Allen Wayne Culver. W-3 reported that the defendant is someone to whom IT has 
personal knowledge. 

A search of MPDC records revealed an Allen Wayne Culver, PDID: 577-040, DOB: 12-26-1988, hereinafter 
defendant. 

On Tuesday, June 1 1 , 201 3, the affiant interviewed W-4 who reported that IT observed the "Press Release" and 
identified the subject as being a person IT knows as Allen Wayne Culver, the defendant, W-4 also reported that IT 
saw the defendant on Monday, June 3rd, 201 3, and the defendant had numerous bruises to his face, consistent with 
being in a fight. 

On Wednesday, June 12, 2013, W-1 was shown a nine picture photo array in sequential order which included a 
MPDC photograph of Alien Wayne Culver, PDID: 577-040. W-1 identified the photograph depicting Allen Wayne 
Culver, PDID: 577-040 by stating, "I'm pretty sure that's him, yeah that's him right there." W-1 identified the 
defendant as the person who tried to rob W-1 's family member and the person who shot the decedent Robert Plight. 

W-2 was shown a nine picture photo array in sequential order. W-2 picked up the photographs and after 
approximately eight minutes of viewing the photos W-2 kept two photos in ITS hands. One photograph depicted Allen 
Wayne Culver, PDID: 577-040. W-2 then placed the photo of Allen Wayne Culver, PDID: 577-040 down and stated 



with respect to the photograph depicting another individual, "It look like him the most". When W-2 was asked if IT was 
sure, W-2 replied, "Yes". The individual identified by. W-2 was_ incarcerated, in Philadelphia at the time of the 
shooting, according to the Bureau of Prisons. 

Based on the aforementioned facts and information, the affiant respectfully request that a DC Superior Court Arrest 
^ warrant be issued for the defendant, Allen Wayne Culver.
